His family and friends 
shared their memories of the 
former Dormston School 
pupil as the candles were lit. 
They later gathered at Sedg¬ 
ley Beacon to set off Chinese 
lanterns and fireworks. 

Mr Watson’s devastated 
aunt Pat Butler said: “We 
wanted to do this for Shane. 
This is what he would have 
wanted - all his family and 
mates around him. ” 

She said the whole family 
is still struggling to come to 
terms with what happened. 

“We just can’t believe he’s 
gone. He was very popular 
and didn’t have a bad word 
to say about anyone,” she 
said. 

“He was always smiling. 
He loved his football, cars 
and music.” 

Three men have been 
charged with his murder.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a popular crick¬ 
eter who collapsed and died after suffering a 
heart attack while playing for his club. 

Father-of-one Richard Beaumont, aged 33, of Halesowen, 
was playing in Pedmore Cricket Club’s match against Ast- 
wood Bank when he was taken ill on Saturday. 

Paramedics were called to the club grounds in Pedmore 
Hall Road and battled unsuccessfully to save his life. An air 
ambulance was dispatched, landing at the club, and took Mr 
Beaumont to Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital. But 


he could not be saved. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said he had 
suffered a cardiac arrest. 

He leaves behind a wife, 
Becky and his four-year-old 
son Harley, parents Bob and 
Judy and his brother Ryan. 

The family said they were 
too upset to speak but his 
father, Bob, wanted every¬ 
one to know how proud they 
were of him and how deeply 
he would be missed. 

Mr Beaumont, a former 
police officer and care 
worker, was 33 last month 
and he and his wife Becky 
celebrated their first wed¬ 
ding anniversary in May. 

His friend of nearly 30 
years Paul Pickering, also of 
Halesowen, said everyone 
had been devastated by what 
had happened. 

Impact 

“I first met Richard when 
we attended Lapal Primary 
School and we were friends 
from then on,” he said. 

“He was a lovely man and 
had an impact on everyone 
he met. Not just long-term 
friends but those he had only 
just met as well. 

Mr Pickering said the said 
the number of tributes from 
individual players and clubs 
had been “incredible”. 

Officials at the club, which 
Mr Beaumont joined last 
season, also paid tribute. 

Spokesman Stuart Bate 
said: “He was like a rock to 
other members of the club 
and would encourage all of 
the players.

THE leader of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil says Muslim leaders are 
“exercising their legal right” 
by appealing against the 
High Court’s decision to 
throw out plans for a new 
mosque. 

The long-running dispute 
over land in Hall Street, 
Dudley, is heading back to 
the courtroom just weeks 
after council chiefs in Dud¬ 
ley thought they had 
reached a conclusion to the 
seven-year wrangle. 

The proposals for a 
mosque were rejected at a 
hearing in April, meaning 
the plot of land, which Dud¬ 
ley Muslim Association has 
owned since 2005, must now 
be sold back to the council. 

It had argued the land 
should have been developed 
by a 2008 deadline. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “Members of 
the Muslim Association are 
exercising their legal right 
and we will await the out¬ 
come. 

“The issue is now back in 
the courts and we must wait 
to see what happens.” 

Council bosses managed 
to get many of the group’s 
arguments for stopping the 
buy-back plan thrown out by 
judges at a court hearing in 
November.

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Woman in 
crash is 
identified 

AN ELDERLY woman who 
died after being hit by van in 
the road outside her home in 
Sedgley has been named by 
police. 

Phyllis Williams, aged 90, 
suffered head injuries in the 
collision in Sandyfields 
Road. 

She was airlifted to Birm¬ 
ingham’s QE Hospital after 
the crash but died hours 
later. 

Neighbours today paid 
tribute to Mrs Williams. 

Barry Hodgetts, 69, said: 
“She was a well-respected 
lady who was very fit for her 
age. To me, she was a good 
friend and neighbour who 
will be badly missed.” 

Mr Hodgetts said he 
believed Mrs Williams was 
on her way to a bus stop to go 
to the opticians in Sedgley 
when the tragedy happened.

After the collision, police 
spoke to a 44-year-old van 
driver. No arrests have been 
made. Officers are continu¬ 
ing to appeal for witnesses to 
the incident, which hap¬ 
pened between Gospel End 
Road and Longfellow Road 
just before 11am.

Redevelopment of centre is well on schedule 



Work continues of the former Crown Centre 
site in Stourbridge 


A MULTI-MILLION pound redevelop¬ 
ment scheme in Stourbridge town 
centre is well on track with work to dig 
out the site for a new underground car 
park now under way. 

A Tesco supermarket, creating 320 
jobs, and shopping centre will be built 
on the land where the former Crown 
Centre once stood. 

Work to demolish the complex, along 
with the old multi-storey car park, in 
Bell Street, was completed in May. 

Thousands of tons of rubble has now 
been cleared from the site and using 


specialist equipment, it has been 
processed and crushed so it can be re¬ 
used in the construction of the new 
buildings. 

Project manager Mark Glover said all 
of the recent rain had helped to keep 
dust levels down, which benefited both 
the workers and residents living nearby. 
We are working on the retaining walls 
for the car park at the moment and then 
will start work on the foundations in 
November. 

“After Christmas, people will start to 
the see the building take shape. 


‘We are exactly on schedule so I am 
pleased with how the work is going.”

The underground car park will have 
543 spaces and replaces the old multi¬ 
storey which was brought down using 
explosives on April 1.

Dog was so badly injured it 
had to be destroyed by vet 


A JACK Russell dog was beaten so badly it 
was left with a hole in its head, prosecutors 
told a court. It had to be put down due to the 


severity of its injuries, 

Vets treating the animal 
said they believed it had suf¬ 
fered a blow to the head on 
two occasions. 

Owners Jake Adderley, 
aged 22, and Rebecca 
Perkins, 20, both deny 
causing the pet’s injuries. 

But the pair, of Belmont 
Road, Brierley Hill, have 
admitted causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to the dog by 
not providing adequate care 
for its head injuries. 

A hearing at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court on August 2 
heard the dog was taken to 
Water Front Veterinary 
Centre with a hole in its 
head and a fractured skull 
on October 28. 

It was struggling to stand 
due to brain damage. 

One vet compared the 
injury to a case he had seen 
of a rottweiler being hit on 
the head by a golf club. 

Adderley and Perkins 
told RSPCA officers the dog 
had suffered a fit and fallen 
down the stairs. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Someone has 
assaulted this animal and 
beaten it to death.” 

Perkins had taken the 
dog to vets on two previous 
occasions.

On September 27, the dog 
was taken to Water Front 
Veterinary Centre with 
swollen eyes and on 
October 14 it was taken to 
the PDSA with bruised 
eyes, swelling under the jaw 
and a fractured rib. 

Mr Michael Davies, 
defending Perkins, said the 
couple bought the dog 
through the internet. 

He said: “On October 28 
she returned from shopping 
trip to find that the dog was 
in a very poor state, the 
injuries were apparent.” 

He added: “She accepts 
that she should have known 
that between October 19 
and 28 it was quite clear 
there was something wrong 
and she should have done 
something about it.” 

Mr John Harmshaw, 
defending Adderley, said: 
“He noticed things, but did 
not take action. I must add 
there were quite a number 
of other people who entered 
the home.” 

The case was adjourned 
and the pair will be sen¬ 
tenced by Walsall magis¬ 
trates on September 3.

Great-gran pays for war memorial

A MEMORIAL dedicated to the 
sailors who delivered supplies to 
Russia during the Second World War 
will be unveiled at the National 
Memorial Arboretum on August 19. 

Phyllis Coyle, whose late husband 
Mick served as a stoker in the Royal 
Navy between 1942 and 1947 and 
sailed with the Russian convoys, has 
commissioned the tribute. 

The 83-year-old, of Pensnett, has 
paid for the memorial, which is cost¬ 


ing £15,000 to make and install, out 
of her own pocket. She is now invit¬ 
ing former serviceman and Mr 
Coyle’s friends and comrades to the 
unveiling ceremony at the site near 
Alrewas, Staffordshire. Mrs Coyle 
said: “This is for my husband and all 
of the other men who risked their 
lives on these convoys.

Mr Coyle, of Derwent Close, Pen¬ 
snett, died in November 2010, aged 
85, from lung cancer. 

He was a welfare officer for Stour¬ 
bridge Royal Naval Association and 
was one of six veterans who helped 
raise the £86,000 needed to create 
the cenotaph in Dudley’s Corona¬ 
tion Gardens.

Greg Beddows had a 
cheekbone fractured and his 
right knee broken and was 
then left lying unconscious 
in the gutter after being sav¬ 
agely kicked, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard last 
week. 

Gareth Collins took a run 
up before driving his right 
foot into the face of the help¬ 
less 24-year-old who could 
not get out of the way after 
fracturing his knee during a 
confrontation between the 
two. 

The 23-year-old attacker, 
who had dyed blond hair, 
ran off following the attack, 
in Stourbridge High Street, 
the court heard. 

But Samantha Beddows, 
the 21-year-old sister of the 
injured man, was soon on 
his trail through internet 
social networking sites. 

Arrested 

Miss Beddows did not 
know his name but spent 
hours combing through 
Facebook accounts before 
finally identifying him. 

She then checked his pro¬ 
file and discovered he had 
posted a comment boasting 
about the incident which 
read: “Ha, ha. Sick ain’t I?”

bridge two days later. He 
had just lost his job and had 
drunk six pints before going 
to a food outlet where Bed¬ 
dows was, Mr Warren 
Stanier, prosecuting, said. 

“Banter” between the 
pair soon turned ugly and 
Mr Beddows followed 
Collins in to the street. 

Collins took advantage of 
the situation to run up and 
kick the stricken victim, the 
court was told. 

Collins, who had a previ¬ 
ous conviction for assaulting 
a taxi driver, pleaded guilty 
to wounding and was jailed 
for two years eight months.

The boat will be big enough to 
carry 12 people. It will be kitted 
out with bunk beds, a lounge with 
sofas, showers and washing facili¬ 
ties. There will also be a commu¬ 
nications hub and a control room. 

Mr Priddy said: “The work we 


have done so far is fantastic, it is 
finally taking shape.” 

The boat has been built mostly 
by volunteer electricians, fabrica¬ 
tors and engineers. But more help 
is needed. 

Mr Priddy says he needs a 
bricklayer to help take down one 
side of the warehouse so the boat 
can be moved out. 

He has also offered places on 
the boat for the challenge to break 
the existing 61-day record. He 
said: “Any help we can get from 
the community would be good. 


“I’ve got eight crew members, 
but could also do with some more,

The keen footballer, who was on holiday from Portugal, was 
I described by his family as their “pride and joy”. Following his 
I death, site owner Wienerberger has stepped up security in a bid to 
. I prevent people getting in. Wienerberger spokeswoman Heather 
Augusto Zacarias Butler said: “There is currently 24-hour security at the site and we 

are working closely with the police 
regarding both the ongoing investigation 
and future arrangements. 

“It would not be appropriate for us to 
comment further until that investigation 
has been concluded.” 

Bosses say the quarry is surrounded by 
a 6ft-high chain link fence topped with 
barbed wire, all gates are locked and that 
there are warning signs and regular 
inspections. 

Calls have been made for security to be 
tightened at the site after hundreds of 
young people were seen there during a 
heatwave in the days leading up to 
Augusto’s death. 

Dangerous 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin 
Williamson said: “These areas of open 
water are very dangerous and children do 
not always understand the risks. 

“It is important to now look at what 
can be done to ensure people don’t con¬ 
tinue to swim there and make it clear it’s 
not safe for them to swim there.” 

Augusto was visiting family from Por¬ 
tugal with his parents, Paulina and 
Pedro, as well as his young brother, and 
had been in the country less than three 
weeks. 

He had only days ago celebrated his 
15th birthday. 


Hospitals to 
spend £2.5m 
on equipment 

A TOTAL of £2.5 million has been ear¬ 
marked for medical equipment to be 
replaced at Dudley’s three hospitals. 

The cash has been allocated from the 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust’s 
budget for 2012/13. 

It will enable older and outdated instru¬ 
ments across all departments to be replaced. 
Some will be spent on new imaging equip¬ 
ment used to carry out scans of the body. 

It follows a £lm investment in the gas¬ 
troenterology unit where new machines for 
cleaning medical instruments were installed 
earlier this year. They help to ensure doctors 
have a continuous supply of clean equipment 
for operations and procedures. 

Councillor Zafar Islam, cabinet member 
for health and wellbeing on Dudley Council, 
has welcomed the latest investment, saying 
it would benefit patients. 

“I’m pleased the money is being spent on 
new equipment and look forward to more 
people getting better quality care, ” he added. 

Chief executive Paula Clark said: “During 
the financial year, 2012/13, the Dudley 
Group has set aside £2.5m within our capital 
programme for the replacement of medical 
equipment. This would not include any 
equipment that is part of the PFI contract 
and due to be refreshed.” 

The trust runs Russells Hall and the 
Guest hospitals in Dudley and the Corbett in 
Stourbridge.

Donations to borough's 
hospitals are up by 22pc 


DONATIONS to Dudley’s three 
hospitals have shot up by around 
22 per cent in 12 months, new 
figures reveal. 

The Dudley Group NHS Charity received 
a total of £586,000 in 2011/12 compared 
with £480,000 in the previous year. 

Money given to the charity goes towards 
making patients more comfortable as well as 
supporting staff by funding training. The 
total donated during the past financial year 
includes £262,243 from legacies. Around 
£13,300 has also been generated by 
fundraising events. 

The cash has been spent on items such as 
foldaway beds for the children’s ward at 
Russell’s Hall Hospital which allow parents 
to stay overnight. 

Money has also been used to fund patient 
“comfort packs” containing essentials such 
as shampoo and a comb or brush to help 
make stays in hospital more comfortable. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“The Dudley Group greatly appreciates 
every donation it receives, especially in 
these difficult economic times. The money 
continues to support a wide range of health- 
related activities which benefit both 
patients and staff.” 

The charity recently purchased a mam¬ 
mography/biopsy chair which helps to keep 
patients more comfortable during treat¬ 
ment. It cost £4,500 and some of the money 
was raised by firefighters Martin Davies, 
from Dudley Green Watch, and Richard 
Miles, from Halesowen Blue Watch who ran 
the gruelling Marathon des Sables.

Death-crash lorry driver 
spared from going to jail 


A LORRY driver frokm Sedgley 
who crashed into the back of a 
car queueing at traffic lights on a 
motorway slip road, leading to a 
man’s death days later, has been 
spared jail. 

But Judge Amjad Nawaz told him he will 
live with the consequences for life. 

Mark Roberts, aged 46, was found dead at 
home in Willenhall after complaining of 
neck pains and a headache in the days after 
Matthew Broadley’s Renault Tipper lorry 
hit his Peugeot 206. The father of two had 
been discharged from hospital. 

His injuries were not thought to be 
serious following the crash on the M6 slip 
road at junction 10 in Walsall in October. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
31-year-old Broadley, who was a driver for 
S&B Waste Management & Recycling, Pur- 
brook Road, Wolverhampton, saw three cars 
ahead of him but expected them to move off 
as the traffic lights had turned green. 

However, the front car stalled and 
Broadley’s “attention was diverted momen¬ 
tarily,” said Mr Nigel Wilkins, prosecuting. 

The lorry caused “extensive damage” to 
the Peugeot and Mr Roberts, who was con¬ 
scious, was cut free by firefighters as a pre¬ 
caution. He suffered a haemorrhage and was 
discovered dead at home by his wife on 
October 21, the court heard. 

Miss Michelle Brown, defending, said 
Broadley had struggled to come to terms 
with what happened. Broadley of The Vista, 
admitted causing death by careless driving. 
He was given a 26-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, and was ordered 
to do 200 hours of unpaid work. He was also 
banned from driving for 18 months.

ramp delay 
has trapped 
him in house 

A FALKLANDS War veteran 
claims he has become a prisoner 
within his own home because the 
council has not yet installed a dis¬ 
ability ramp. 

Andrew Shutt, aged 54, served for 29 
years in the armed forces before he suffered 
a serious stroke last November which has 
left him paralysed from the waist down. 

But after being discharged more than four 
weeks ago, Mr Shutt is still to get a disability 
ramp installed outside his council home in 
Nanaimo Way, Kingswinford. 

This week, Mr Shutt’s wife and carer, 

Carol, said she was told it could be another 
week before the ramp was fitted. 

As well as serving in the Falklands War, 

Mr Shutt also served in Noway, the Gulf and 
Northern Ireland and was awarded a British 
Empire Medal in 1990. 

He retired in 2004 and worked as a 
medical engineer in Capital Medical until 
being made redundant in 2010. 

Shocking 

Mrs Shutt, 50, said: “My husband fought 
for this country, but now he is housebound 
because of some mix-up between some 
council officers. 

“He’s been housebound since he moved 
back, it’s shocking.” 

Mrs Shutt said she could not move him 
outside of the home herself because of the 
weight of the wheelchair. 

She said: “I’d been asking for the ramp 
when he was in hospital, but was told me Andrew Shutt 
they could not start an application for one 
before he is home.” 

Dudley councillor Steve Waltho, cabinet member for 
adult and community service, said: “We are aware of the 
urgency of this case and will be installing the ramp as soon 
as possible. However, sections of the specialist ramp are

affic chaos claims spur

RESIDENTS are calling for 
cameras to be installed near a 
Black Country quarry’s entrance 
amid claims that lorries are 
causing traffic chaos.

Councillor Judy 
Foster, cabinet member for transportation, 
said: “The council is aware of the concerns of 
local people.”

Call for heart screening 
after rugby boy's death 


A CORONER has called on the 
Government to consider launch¬ 
ing a national heart screening 
programme for young people fol¬ 
lowing the sudden death of a fit 
Hagley boy while playing rugby. 

Luke Chapman, aged 15, of Meadowcroft, 
Hagley, died from sudden adult death syn¬ 
drome following an irregular heartbeat that 
happened without warning. 

The 6ft, well built schoolboy was playing 
rugby at Baxter Business & Enterprise 
College, Kidderminster, when the tragedy 
happened on March 20. 

Luke, who was playing for his school, 
Haybridge High, Hagley, died at Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital 80 minutes after 
collapsing despite efforts to save him at the 
pitch and in the ambulance. 

Birmingham deputy coroner, Miss Sarah 
Ormond-Walshe, recording a verdict of 
natural causes, said she would write to the 
Department of Health asking it to consider 
for a national heart screening programme. 

Heart specialist Dr Mary Sheppard, of 
London’s Brompton Hospital, said she 
found no abnormalities in Luke’s heart. 

But she said 10 to 12 people aged under 35 
died every week - 800 per year - in this 
country from sudden adult arrhythmia. 

“It is believed the heart just stops 
abruptly and the person literally collapses 
without warning,” she said. 

Dr Sheppard advised Luke’s family to 
undergo checks to discover if there could 
have been any genetic cause. She called for 
a national screening programme. 

Luke’s father, Matthew Chapman, with 
who the youngster lived, told the inquest he 
was watching the match when his son just 
collapsed. “People looking after him started 
chest compression straight away,” added Mr 
Chapman, aged 47. 

Afterwards he said members of the 
family, including Luke’s sister and her son, 
would now have the recommended tests. 

Luke’s mother, Miss Tracey Howell, aged 
45, of Solihull, said: “We should be made 
aware that tests are available.”

Council's move to new 
HQ hit bv technical delay 


A COUNCIL has been forced to 
delay moving more than 200 staff 
into its multi-million pound new 
headquarters as vital computer 
systems will not be installed in 
time. 

Wyre Forest District Council had planned 
to move into the new building at Finepoint 
Business Park, near Stourport, at the start 
of September. 

But bosses have now been told BT is 
unable to install vital data links for the 
council’s computer system as scheduled. 
Council leader John Campion said the delay 
had meant putting back the installation of 
other IT facilities at the building. 

He said the authority had been left with 
no choice but to reschedule the planned 
transfer of staff. 

Workers are now expected to move into 
the site at the beginning of October - exactly 
a month later than originally planned. 
Councillor Campion said the delay would 
have no financial impact on the council and 
would not cause disruption to the author¬ 
ity’s work. 

“We have fully functional services at our 
other sites so the authority’s work will con¬ 
tinue as normal until the move takes place,” 
he said. 

“Unfortunately this is a situation which is 
out of our control and we are very disap¬ 
pointed the move will not take place as 
scheduled. 

“The plan has always been to move into 
the new site by the start of September so to 
have to reschedule at such a late stage has 
been unfortunate. We ordered these links 
from BT back in March.”

Reliving the days when glassmaking 
made the area a cut above the rest 


IT was once the glassmaking capital of the 
world at the cutting of edge of develop¬ 
ments in the industry and its pieces prized 
worldwide. 

Thomas Webb and Sons, Richardsons and Stuart 
Crystal, in Amblecote and Wordsley, are well-known to 
this day and the glass they created is highly collectable. 

While now only the Red House Glass Cone, in Words¬ 
ley High Street, remains as a testament to the town’s 
heritage, compared to a skyline once dominated by brick- 
built cones, the eyes of the glassmaking world are once 
again going to be focused on the town for the Interna¬ 
tional Festival of Glass. 

The event will be held at venues in the town from 
August 24 to 27. And this year will be extra special as it 
will celebrate 400 years of glassmaking in the town. 

To commemorate the occasion, Broadfield House 
Glass Museum, Kingswinford, has shared some of its 
picture archives of the town’s glassmaking heritage. 

The 400-year anniversary date is taken from when 
Paul Tyzack baptised his first son at St Mary’s Church, 
Kingswinford, in 1612. 

Mr Tyzack was one of the town’s first glassmakers. 
Originally from the Lorraine region of France he settled 
in the area due to the abundance of natural resources. 

Experts say it is likely glass was being made in the

town before that date but that is the first firm record 
they have of the family being in the Stourbridge area. 

Items made by these early glassmakers would have 
included bottles and window glass The glass would have 
had a green tinge due to the materials used. 

The creation of lead crystal glass in the 1670s by 
London glassmaker George Ravenscroft would revolu¬ 
tionise the industry by creating a clearer version of the 
material. But the next great leap forward in the industry 
would be firmly based in the Black Country. In the 1790s 
two glasscutters, one from Dudley the other from Stour¬ 
bridge, pioneered the steam powered cutting lathe. 

Rediscovered 

Previously the equipment had been operated by hand 
but the new machinery could cut deeper and with 
greater precision - creating intricate cut glass as it is 
known today. Another of the town’s best-known glass- 
maker in the town was Thomas Webb. 

Webb was involved in a number of factories in the 
town but mainly the Dennis Glassworks, off Collis 
Street, in Amblecote. In 1878, the firm won the Grand 
Prix for glass as the Paris International Exhibition. 

Factories were also set up in Brierley Hill, including 
Stevens and Williams.Other factories of note were 
Tudor Crystal, in Junction Road, Audnam, and the Webb 


Corbett factory off Wollaston Road. In 1875, artist John 
Northwood rediscovered the ancient roman art of cameo 
glass when he created the first exact replica of the Port¬ 
land Vase. The original, dating from the Roman period, 
had been shattered at the British Museum in 1845. 

He and his brother Joseph had previously set up J and 
J Northwood Decorating Works, in Barnett Street, 
Wordsley, which acid etched glass. 

Stourbridge retained its grip on glassmaking innova¬ 
tion creating art deco styles in the 1930s but by the 1970s 
the industry had started to decline with many factories 
closing the 90s and 2000s. 

The Webb Corbett site ran until 2000 when it was pur¬ 
chased from owners Royal Doulton by the Ruskin Mill 
Educational Trust. It is now the Ruskin Glass Centre. 
Tudor Crystal which had been based in Junction Road, 
Audnam, was purchased by Plowden and Thompson and 
continues at the New Dial Glassworks, also Audnam, to 
this day. 

Glass expert Charles Hajdamach said the town’s glass¬ 
making heritage continued with the rise in studio glass, 
where artists work with the glass themselves was still a 
fixture in the town. 

“Work being created at places such as the Ruskin 
Glass Centre, in Amblecote, is just as exciting as the 
developments in the past would have been,” he said. 
“That pioneering spirit still exists to this day.”

Delays hit plans for cafe 


HOPES to open a continental- 
style cafe bar and restaurant 
in a historic building to coin¬ 
cide with the opening of a 
new Dudley College campus 
have been dashed by delays. 

It was hoped the old Carver’s Cafe in 
Stone Street Square, which has stood 
empty for nearly a decade, would be 
finished by September to attract new 
students. 

Council bosses wanted the opening 
to coincide with an £18 million voca¬ 
tional centre at Dudley College in 
nearby Tower Street. 

But they revealed delays in getting 
work started mean it will now be com¬ 
pleted in the new year. The college 


building, which will be known as 
Dudley Evolve, forms part of a £30m 
university-style campus scheme by the 
college to create a new learning 
quarter in the town centre. 

Developers say the new cafe bar 
could be a draw for young people. 

It will feature two large arched door¬ 
ways harking back to when it was a fire 
station more than 100 years ago. 

Piazza 

It will also have a new entrance on to 
the square surrounded by glass panels, 
along with a piazza for tables and 
chairs. 

The long-standing project had been 
central to the council’s plans to regen¬ 
erate the town but was shelved last 
year due to a lack of cash. But now an 


unnamed firm has taken over the 
premises. 

Regeneration councillor Shaukat Ali 
said: “There has been a delay but 
things are moving forward now. 

“Architects have now been 
appointed and though we won’t be able 
to get it ready for September we are 
hoping it will be early in the new year. 
It will be a really great development for 
the town when it is finished.” 

The cafe was originally conceived as 
the first stage of a redevelopment of 
the town centre but the plans fell 
through due to problems with funding. 

But since then £4.5m European 
funding has been secured towards a 
£10m project to link Dudley Zoo to the 
Black Country Living Museum and 
Dudley Canal Trust. 


Council among best at 
tax collection efficiency 


DUDLEY and Sandwell councils are among 
the best in the country at raking in tax due 
from local ratepayers. 

Both Sandwell and Dudley collected 98.2 
per cent of the council taxes levied on 
borough taxpayers last year. 

Wolverhampton was close behind, with 96 
per cent of council tax owed collected during 
2011-12. In Walsall more than 97 per cent of 
the amount due from borough taxpayers 
was collected, with more money recovered 
since as the council continues to chase out¬ 
standing debts. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for finance, 
Councillor Pete Lowe, said: “Our high 
council tax collection rate places us joint 
second of all metropolitan councils, which 
benefits everyone by reducing administra¬ 


tion costs and ensuring the council’s spend¬ 
ing programmes are properly funded.” 

But he said the council recognised the dif¬ 
ficulties that hard-pressed residents and 
businesses were currently facing - so, from 
next April, they will be able to spread their 
payments over 12 months instead of the 
existing 10 months. 

Councillor Lowe said that, despite the dif¬ 
ficult economic climate, Dudley’s high level 
of collection was on a par with that of previ¬ 
ous years and was much better than the 
average for metropolitan councils. 

“We really appreciate the excellent 
payment record of most of Dudley’s council 
tax and business rates payers, especially 
given the tough financial situation in which 
we find ourselves,” he added.

Disguised as a man, in 
1747, she joined the Royal 
Marines, fought in India, 
and was the first woman 
soldier to be a Chelsea Pen¬ 
sioner.

Kola Akingbade entered The Money Shop, in 
Stourbridge, on July 23 and presented a false bank card and payslip 
to successfully secure a loan of £300, Dudley Magistrates heard. He 
tried to get another loan from the Halesowen branch on July 26. 


The court heard Akingbade used a differ¬ 
ent card and payslip but was caught out by 
staff and later arrested. 

The court heard Akingbade, of Gillott 
Road, Edgbaston, Birmingham, was in the 
country illegally and was likely to be 
deported. 

The 40-year-old pleaded guilty to two 
charges of fraud by representation and a 
further count of obstructing a police officer 
in the execution of his duties. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler said 
given the circumstances a custodial sen¬ 
tence was the only option. 

He was told Akingbade had originally 
been deported from the UK in 2006 follow¬ 
ing similar court proceedings but has 
returned illegally. Mr Mark Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “He told police he had found

“He originally gave false details to police 
and his real identity was only revealed fol¬ 
lowing inquiries.”

“When he returned to the country he was 
working. He lost this employment and was 
struggling financially which is why he com¬ 
mitted these acts.” 

District Judge Wheeler said: “I take into 
account your guilty pleas but this is the only 
credit I can give you.”

Love triangle leads 
to a crime of passion 


Y es, it boasts a tremendous 
cast, the episodes are all 
written or co-written by the 
acclaimed Jimmy McGovern, and it 
explores how ordinary people can 
find themselves standing in the 
dock, on trial for the most horrifying 
crimes. But for many people, the real 
draw of the second series of 
Accused (Tuesday, BBC1, 9pm) is 
the chance to see Sean Bean in 
drag. 

Luckily, the BBC isn’t going to 
make us wait, as he stars in the first 
of the six stand-alone dramas, 
playing college teacher Simon 
Gaskell, who leads an intriguing 
double life. In the evenings, he is a 
transvestite called Tracie Tremarco, 
who does the rounds of 
Manchester’s bars looking for love. 

Bean admits he didn’t immediately 
jump at the chance to put on his 
stilettos, “I had a call from my agent 
saying, ‘Do you fancy playing a 
transvestite?’ I said, ‘Not really, why?’ 

“But as soon as she said it was a 
Jimmy McGovern project, who I’ve 
wanted to work with for a while, I 
was interested.” 


Even once he’d accepted the role, 
there were challenges in store. 
‘There I am, a big bloke, it’s a week 
before filming and I’m practising 
walking in high heels round my 
house. It felt like I was on stilts. I 
thought this hurts. I’ll never stop 
hobbling. I need to be able to get my 
balance and posture right. My 
sympathies go out to women now. I 
understand what they go through! 

“Mind you, I can say I’ve really got 
the hang of heels now, I don’t think 
they’re that bad. I can dance in them 
too.” 

But he’s keen to point out that 
there’s more to the opening episode 
of Accused than the chance to see 
one of Britain’s most successful - 
and most rugged - actors as we’ve 
never seen him before. 

“The script was brilliant, and very 
moving. It’s a really touching story 
about a complicated man. He has a 
relationship with another man, which 
develops into deep love, and then 
spirals out of control into something 
quite dark and disturbing.” 

The trouble starts when Tracie 
meets Tony (Stephen Graham), a 


satellite and aerial engineer who 
rescues her from an altercation with 
a group of blokes on a stag night. 
Love begins to blossom, but Tony 
has a secret of his own - he’s 
married to beautician Karen (Rachel 
Leskovac), and while he’s smitten 
with Tracie, he does still care about 
his wife. 

The result is a love triangle that 
points to a terrible crime of passion. 

Bean says: “It’s not about sex; 
it’s about falling in love. In Trade’s 
case it’s with the wrong person, 
which is something everyone can 
relate to whatever their preferences 
are.” 

But while things look set to end 
badly for Tracie and Tony, the actor 
had a much more positive time. 

“The experience of being Tracie 
was great fun and really liberating. 
I’ve not had an adrenalin rush like it 
for ages... 

“This role has been a great 
opportunity. It’s one of the most 
challenging parts I’ve ever done; it’s 
so far from my perceived image. I 
can’t think of anything that 
compares. I can’t top it.”

Kermit the Fabia, it's no Muppet on roads 



The Skoda Fabia vRS aka Kermit, certainly stands out in the car park 


KERMIT, as he is now affec¬ 
tionately called, has been a 
busy, er, bee recently. 

From pounding the nation’s motor¬ 
ways to being on a speeding train 
under the Channel, ‘my’ Fabia vRS has 
rarely had the opportunity to stand 
still. 

To say that the time spent recently 
with Skoda’s green machine has been 
fast paced is something of an under¬ 
statement. 

With its modest 178bhp, the Fabia 
vRS might no longer be regarded as a 
genuine hot hatch - that bar has been 
raised to dizzying heights of late - but 
there’s nothing slow about this car. 

That much I know from the many 
brisk weekend cross-country drives 
I’ve undertaken in the Fabia. 

In the dry it’s deceptively quick- the 
drivers of cars I’ve overtaken will no 
doubt confirm that. Crucially, though, 
you can do it safely and swiftly. 

The ample power reserves and the 
engine’s clever super and turbocharg¬ 
ing technology are key to getting the 
job done with the minimum of fuss. 
There’s no time-zapping lag to worry 
about, just press (hard) and go. Praise 
must also be heaped on the Fabia’s 
direct shift gearbox (DSG), which is 


standard fit on the vRS. DSG trans¬ 
missions are now a familiar sight, and 
their superior efficiency can do 
wonders for fuel economy. Or, in the 
Fabia’s case, they can deliver rapid 
shifts without the hesitation and jerk- 
iness of a conventional slushbox or the 
ham-fisted efforts of a human. 

That said, after a few thousand 
miles the ‘box does have its quirks. 

Paddles 

For genuinely quick driving, it’s still 
better to take the DIY approach, and 
with the handily placed paddles 
behind the steering wheel, you can do 
just that. 

Changes are still fast, but it pays 
dividends to change down before a 
corner as the car’s brain will often do it 
afterwards and leave you in a higher 
gear than desired as you make the 
turn. 

And for all the Fabia’s speediness, it 
pays to be patient around town. 

The common rolling start from slow 
speeds at junctions and roundabouts 
can fool the gearbox into changing 
down to first when, in reality, second 
gear would do. 

I’ve learnt to pause for a fraction of 
a second before hitting the accelerator 
as the alternative is an occasional 


clunk from the gearbox as it hurriedly 
downshifts and a decidedly un-Skoda- 
like jerky departure. 

Still, for someone who used to be 
anti-auto, I’m becoming a convert. 
Around town at least, two pedals are 
definitely better than three. 

So, in spite of the car’s foibles, is the 
Fabia vRS hot or not? 

In real terms very much so. And that 
was a point proved by a whistle-stop 
trip to Belgium to watch some top- 
class rallying. 

Skoda’s Intercontinental Rally 
Challenge campaign has been a cor¬ 
nerstone of its activities for some time 
now, and with the UK arm having won 
the title in 2011, it was only fair that 
Kermit should feel like one of the 
family. A sprint to the Channel Tunnel 
and then another one to Ypres proved 
entertaining and reasonably frugal. 

Being a bloke, I tend to pack light, 
but with the threat of rain and the 
prospect of standing in numerous 
farmers’ fields for two days, the 
Fabia’s boot was stuffed with coats, 
boots and the usual safety kit to keep 
me legal when on the road. 

It’s at times like this when I can feel 
smug about choosing the estate over 
the hatchback. Size-wise the Fabia is 


no Superb, but its boot swallows an 
awful lot of stuff. The folding divider 
that doubles as the false boot floor is a 
clever idea as it stops your cargo from 
rolling around. Plus, the little rubber 
handle on the tailgate makes closing it 
a breeze - and keeps your hands clean. 

In the end, Skoda UK’s man didn’t 
win but another Fabia did, so it was 
still trebles all round for the Czech 
firm at the end of two fun days of spec¬ 
tating. The experience also confirmed 
that there’s a lot of love for the brand 
in the rallying community. 

Sure, they’re dominating at the 
moment, but having spotted numer¬ 
ous Fabias - it helped that a few were 
green like mine - lining the roads it’s 
clear that support is strong. And so far 
I count myself as one of those 
impressed by the brand and its cars. 

The Fabia vRS is always going to be 
a left-field choice and is hardly repre¬ 
sentative of the many more sensible 
Skodas chosen every day. 

However, despite now being very 
much a mainstream car maker, the 
vRS sub-brand illustrates Skoda’s 
mischievous personality is alive and 
well and not just reserved for its 
adverts.

BRITS FOR SUCCESS 


DUDLEY Olympian Alex Parsonage has 
savoured his Games experience and insists 
Team GB can close the gap on the world’s 
best water polo sides. 

Parsonage and his team-mates exited London 2012 
without a reward for their efforts with Monday night’s 13- 
4 defeat to Montenegro meaning they lost all five matches. 


But the 22-year-old had a 
moment to savour when he 
found the net with a cool lob 
in Saturday’s 17-6 reverse 
against defending champi¬ 
ons Hungary - a goal he ded¬ 
icated to his parents Steve 
and Cassy. 

They were in the 5,000 
crowd watching and Parson¬ 
age thanked them for their 
support. 

“It’s always nice and that 
one is for my mum and dad,” 
he said. 

“It’s great to get an 
Olympic goal. 

“I was happy with it as 
well - their goalkeeper said 
it was a nice lob too. If it’s 
there I’ll try it and luckily it 
went in. 

Inspire 

“Normally I get a few 
goals but at this level, 
against the best countries 
and the top goalkeepers, it’s 
hard.” 

Parsonage’s strike wasn’t 
able to inspire Team GB to a 
shock result but the trained 
electrician believes their 
debut Olympic campaign 
has proved the Brits can 
compete with the world’s 
best. 

He said: “They are class. 
It’s a massive honour to play 
against those sort of teams. 

“They know what they’re 
doing, they’re experienced 
and have been here before. 
What you can do? 

“They are professionals,

it’s their job and for us guys 
it’s a massive drive to play 
against them. Anything we 
can take from the game we 
will. 

“They are a tough team 
but we had a bit of a poor 
start again. After that we 
showed the spirit again to 
come back. 

“We showed we can put 
them on the edge of it as 
well. We showed we can 
threaten the world champi¬ 
ons. 

“Hungary are in a league 
of their own and they don’t 
win gold medals for nothing. 
Their class showed at the 
end and it’s a pleasure 
playing against a team like 
that.” 

Parsonage insists a youth¬ 
ful Team GB outfit will have 
learned a lot from the expe¬ 
rience and that it will stand 
them in good stead for the 
future. 

“If you look at the average 
age of their team (Hungary) 
they are around late twen¬ 
ties or early thirties,” he 
said. 

“Ours is early twenties. 
It’s always hard to get to the 
level they’re at because 
they’ve been doing it since 
they were babies. 

“With four years of hard 
work we can see what 
happens.”
